THE  LINCOLN  FAMILY 

(Mrs.  Mayme  Wedmore,  Council  I 
Bluffs,  Iowa.) 

Nancy  Hanks  was  the  daughter  of 
Joseph  Hanks  and  Nancy  Shipley 
Hanks  and  was  born  February  5th, 
1784,  in  Virginia.  When  she  was 
five  years  old  her  parents  found  a 
new  home  in  Kentucky,  and  was  about 
the  time  that  Daniel  Boone  settled  in 
Kentucky.  Several  families  migrated 
■irom  Virginia  with  them. 
•  They  traveled  by  way  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Valley  and  through  Cumberland 
Gap,  by  wilderness  roads  which  led 
northwest  from  Cumberland  Gap  to 
the  Ohio  river  and  settled  near  where 
Louisville  is  now;  but  Joseph  Hanks, 
Nancy's  father,  settled  near  Eliza- 
bethtown  on  an  150-acre  farm  in  what 
is  now  Nelson  county.  He  made  a 
cabin  of  logs  and  hunted  and  fished. 
Joseph  Hanks  died  four  years  after 
he  settled  on  this  farm  and  his  wife 
died  soon  afterwards. 

Jtseph  Hanks  had  slaves  and  he 
.willed  Nancy  one  negro  woman 
(Molly).  Nancy  lost  her  father  when 
she  was  nine  years  old  and  then  went 
to  live  with  her  aunt,  Mrs.  Richard 
BeVry  (her  mother's  oldest  sister), 
who  lived  near  Springfield,  Ky. 

Among  the  friends  who  visited  the 
Berry  home  was  Thomas  Lincoln  (the 
father  of  Abraham  Lincoln).  Thomas 
Lincoln's  father  was  killed  by  an  In- 
dian eight  years  after  he  had  settled 
in  Kentucky.  He  left  an  estate  of 
1,200  acres.  Thomas  was  nine  years 
old  when  his  father  died  and  he  went 
to  live  with  relatives.  The  property 
weiit  to  the  oldest  son  (according  to 
custom).  Thomas  learned  the  car- 
penter's trade  from  a  cousin  and  he 
frequently  saw  Nancy  Hanks  and 
their  friendship  terminated  into  love. 
Their  marriage  bonds  were  made  two 
days  before  the  ceremony,  which  was 
the-  c  ustom  of  the  day. 

Thomas  Lincoln  was  considered 
shiftless  and  was  not  handsome,  be- 
ing lew,  heavy  set  and  coarse  fea- 
tured. Nancy  was  a  pretty  blond 
and  weighed  130  pounds.  They  were 
property  married  June  12,  1806,  by 
Rev.  Jesse  Head,  a  Methodist  minister 
of  Washington  county,  Ky. 

On  account  of  land  frauds,  Thomas 
Lincoln  decided  to  leave  Kentucky 
and  go  to  New  Orleans.  In  1815  he 
built  a  flatboat  and  loaded  it  with 
meats  and  other  articles  and  his  car- 
penter tools,  etc.,  and  went  down 
Kr>oh  creek,  Salt  river  and  the  Ohio 
river  and  was  aiming  to  make  the 
Mississippi  river  but  came  to  disaster 
on  the  Ohio  because  of  rough  water, 
snags  and  rocks. 


His  brother1,  .losia.i  Lincoln,  hac' 
set,t.:ed  on  Big  Blue  xiv,;r  in  Indiana. 
(Stems  that  Thomas  me',  with  his  dis- 
aster on  the  Ohio  near  his  brother's 
phice  and  therefore  went  to  see  him.) 
Being  pleased  with  the  Indiana  land 
outlook  he  returned  to  Kentucky  and 
moved  his  family  to  Indiana.  His 
brother  helped  him  make  the  change, 
probably  at  'a  convenient  crossing  to 
tbeir  'prospective  location,  on  Little 
Pigeon  creek  in  Indiana. 

Roads  we.r'e  not  plentiful  in  those 
days  but  history  states  they  had  a ' 
very  pleasant  journey  over  a  good 
Kentucky  road  to  the  Ohio  river,  but 
met  with  difficulty  on  the  Indiana 
side  because  of  so  much  heavy  tim- 
ber and  were  forced  to  cut  a  path 
through  this  timber  to  their  new 
location. 

Editor's  note.  —  We  are  publishing 
this  letter  from  Mrs.  Wedmore  be-

The  following  data  has  been  received  from  both  the 
VETERANS  ADMINISTRATION  and  GENERAL  ACCOUNTING  OFFICE  of  the 
U.S. War  Department  and  you  will  note  the  birth,  death  and  some 
little  Family  History  of  Abraham  HANKS, the  Revolutionary  Soldier 
who,  enlisted  in  Bedford  Co., Vs., and  was  residing  in  Lincoln  Co.,Tenn., 
on^April  16,1832;-

"Abraham  HANKS  was  born  April  2 ,1759, in  Amelia  County, 
Virginia.  The  names  of  his  parents  are  not  konwn.    While  residing 
in  Bedford  Co . ,Va. , Abraham  Hanks  voulnteered  in  Aug. ,1777 , and  served 
'g  months  as  a  private  in  Captain  John  Talbot fs  Company,  Col. David 
.  Mason1 s  Virginia  Regiment;  he  enlisted  Apr, 2, 1779 , served  in  Capt. 
>Hclman  RiceTs  Company,  Col. Francis  Taylor's  Virginia  Regiment,  guard- 
ed British  prisoners  at  Albemarle's  Barracks  and  was  discharged 
May  1,1781. 

"After  the  Revolution,  he  resided  in  Campbell  Co., Va.; then 
moved  to  Lincoln  Co .  ,Tenn. , where  he  resided  for*18  months  when  was

I  had  never  even  heard  of  then  before  and  they  had  cone  to 
Kentucky  going  into  the  Eastern  part  -  Campton,  Wolfe  Co.,  Ky. 
to  find  something  of  his  Ancestojf  -  one  Georg^e  Hanks.     No  one 
there  knew  anything  about  him  and  sent  him  back  to  me  -  so  I 
had  him  tell  me  his  Lineage  and  when  he  finished  -  I  had  a 
Will  of  One  "JOHN  HARPER"  whose  daughter,  Sibby,  married  this 
George  Hanks,  and  in  this  Will  named  his  Grandson:  Stephen 
Hanks  -  which  had  always  been  a  puzzle  to  me  -  who  this  Stephen 
was  -  then  I  checked  my  Lineage  against  his  and  John  Harper's 
daughter,  Lydia  married  Fielding  Hanks Qrhp  weremy  three  times 
Great  Grandparents  -  making  he  and  I  double  ^-th  cousins. 

I  am  so  delighted  to  find  that  he  had  some  of  the  same 
data  which  he  had  gotten  from  you  and  which  I  have  unearthed 
in  my  rounds  in  all  of  these  years  but  I  did  not  have  the  fact 
that  George  was  a  brother  to  my  Fielding.

I  cannot  find  anything  sufficient  on 
the  other  one  with  wife  Sarah.     I  do  have  in  my  files  xtfhere  Abraham — 
Fielding  and  Sibby  HHnks  were  all  purchasers  of  articles  sold  at 
the  Sale  of  George  Hanks  in  181^-.     So  I  am  quite  sure  this  is  our 
Abraham  -  but  where  did  he  go  to? 

Is  it  ■oossible  for  me  to  get  the  Edition  of  "The  Lincoln 
Kinsman"  of  Arvril  28,  1930.     T#ey  had  one  and  this  seemed  to  be 
a  helu  in  getting  the  family  lines.     In  fact  I  would  like  to  have 
any  of  these  pertaining  to  the  Hanks  family.  Send  me  the  ones  most 
important  and  send  me  a  bill  for  same.   I  have  "The  Pennsylvania 
Hanks  Family  "July  19^-2. 

I  would  so  like  to  be  able  to  talk  with  you  personally  and 
maybe  this  next  year  I  can  cone  to  Indiana  as  I  want  to  visit 
Nancy  Hanks 1 gr°ve .

Of  course  I  am  a&nious  to  get  this  line  complete  as  possible 
and  get  my  Revolutionary  Ancestor,  who  I  think  is   "Abraham  Hanks" 
straightened  out.     Mr.  Hanks  sent  me  some  data  which  I  imagine 
he  secured  from  your  records  and  he  says,    "George  Hanks  was  the 
sons  of  Lucy  and  Abraham"-  I  do  know  that  there  was  one  Revolutionarjr 
Soldier,  who  drew  a  Pension  -  Abraham  Hanks  who  married  Lucy  Jennings 
Now  -  if  his  Ancestor:   "G-eo±?ge  Hanks"  was  a  brother  to  "My  Fielding 
Hanks"  which  at  this  point  -  I  dont  think  there  is  any  doubt  about. 
My  Fielding  Hanks1  death  notice  which  I  found  in  the  Kentucky  State 
Historical  Society  in  the  Vital  Statistics  of  Wolfe  County,  Ky. ,  in 
the  year  i860  -  This  gives  the  parents  of  "Fielding  Hanks"  as  Abraham 
and  Sarah  Hanks.     Also  that  Fielding  Hanks  was  born  in  North  Carolina 
So  could  this  be  the  same  Abraham?    And  could  he  have  married  twice? 
I  didnt  think  so  according  to  the  Pension  Statement  which  I  saw  in 
Washington.     However  I  would  like  to  get  this  straightened  out. 

I  am  leaving  tomorrow  for  a.  few  days  rest  -  going  back  to  my  old 
Home  at  Hazel  G-reen,  Wolfe  Co.,   Ky.     I  will  go  to  Campton,  (County  Sea 
of  Wolfe-while  there  and  see  if  I  can  find  anything  at  all  on  this 
Abraham  -  but  feel  quite  sure  I  cannot  -  as  the  Wolfe  County  Records 
have  burned  three  times-No  Marriages  there  from  i860  to  1913*  1  may 
find  something  in  an  old  deed  but  rather  think  not.     Anyway  I  will 
write  you  again  soon  after  my  return  and  see  what  else  I  might  do. 
There  was  one  Abraham  Hanks  in  Montgomery  Co.,Ky.,  also  in  Clark  Co., 
Ky.,  at  a  very  early  date  and  I  do  want  to  send  you  this  data' and  see 
what  you  think  of  it  but  I  think  I  shall  return  to  both  counties  be- 
fore I  send  it  and  see  if  I  can  find  anything  else.  However  I  know 
the  Montgomery  County,  Ky. records  burned  during  the  Civil  War.  So  I 
rather  doubt  finding  much  there..    Anyway  I  shall  try. 


How  about  me  sending  you  all  of  my  data  as  I  can  make  copies  of 
it  and  in  return  you  send  me  things  you  have  which  will  help  me  to 
complete  my  files?     I  am  going  to  plan  to  come  to  Fort  Wayne  as  soon 
as  possiMie  but  maybe  not  this  year.  I  am,
